T he dem ocratic 
ticket backed by Tam m any ball bas 
swept New York city by the greatest 
majority ever known was shown to ­ 
day. 
John Hyland was elected mayor over 
H enry C urran by a vote of 430,000, ac­ 
cording to latest estimates. 
Others on the 
dem ocratic 
ticket 
were given office by an overwhelming 
majority, but none reached that of 
Hyland. 
Besides sweeping New York city, 
the dem ocratic party has gained sev­ 
enteen places in the New York legis­ 
lature, fire of them outside of New 
York city, and gained the municipal 
election. 
T h e republicans, h o w ev er ap p a r­ 
ently won the only state office to be 
filled. 
R eturns from various state elections 
gained by the United Press up to noon 
today are as follows: 
Republicans gained a strong hold in 
Kentucky and New Jersey. 
Democrats made gains in New York, 
Ohio, Indiana and Maryland, and held 
te h lr ground In V irginia in face of a 
hot fight.

Pennsylvania — Philadelphia

William Shafer, republican, defeated 
Eugene Bonniwell, dem ocrat, for the 
suprem e court.

the west would report from San Diego 
and Mare Island, Cal.

In the proposed cuts all departm ents 
will be affected, and committees were 
appointed to draft the notices immedi­ 
ately so the roads may go before the 
labor board and ask an early nearing. 
Following this meeting the National 
Industrial Truffle league announced 
that meetings would be conducted to­ 
day and T hursday to ask th at the rail­ 
roads press their claim s for wage re­ 
ductions on the basis of rate reduc­ 
tions ’to shipper*. 
Th* league repre 
seats many im portant shippers of the 
country. 
Resolution*! 
for 
presentation 
to 
roads already have been draw n anil in ­ 
clude three salient points: 
That 
railroad wage s c a b s be 
put on a level corresponding with 
those of other industries. 
T hat wage reductions and rate 
reductions take place sim ultane­ 
ously. 
Abrogation immediately of na­ 
tional agreem ents, made effective 
during the period of federal con­ 
trol. 
'Hie labor board lias announced that 
wage reduction arbitration* will not 
be considered until after it has passed 
upon working rules 
and 
schedules, 
iiut the roads decided to pres* their 
wage reduction efforts so these might 
be brought to the attention 
of 
the 
board imm ediately, It was said. 
Settlement of the railroad strike vot­ 
ed by the railroad brotherhoods for 
Oct. 30 followed a statem ent by the 
railroads tbat wage reduc tions would 
not b t passed upon until after ques­ 
tions regarding rules

conditions bari been decided.
